| Lbeit in all Hiſtories three things 
are eſpecially required, Order, 
Poyſe and Truth : yet for diners 
cauſes it hapneth that in many, 


one of theſe doth faile. 
WA YN For ſome haue written of 
i Dy || times ſo anciently paſt, that no 
1 faSedld || means areextant, either to dire 


or to corre them, Many of theſe lining in CArtleſſe 
apes, haue ſtuffed their Stories with moſt ſenſeleſſe fictions; 
nothing better then country womens tales. Of this ſort was 
Hunibaldus, who fableth that the French tooke their origt- 
nall fromFrancio 4 Troian : and followed in he ſotteries 
by Gregorie of T ours, Rheginus, Sigcbert, and diners 0- 
thers of the ſame ſuite. After this example Geoffry of 
Munmouth about 490 yeares ſince, did firſt (2s ſome af- 
firme) draw the original of the Britans from Brutus the 
Troian : forging ſuch races, names, reignes ana paſſages of 
affaires, a5 may more eaſily be conuinced to be falſe, then/ wp 
plied with any certaine truth. Of the ſame ſtreine is \Nit- 


tikind;whoby his counterfeit Sax0,hath arawen the Saxon r 
an 
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and firſt Inhabitants of Germanie, from the olde Macedo- 
ian Soulaiers of Alcxander the great. $0 the Seats ſet 
wp Scora daughter to Pharao King of Egypt, for foun- 
 dreſſe of therr Natuon, Likewiſe the Irilh hatched thetr 
Hiberus, the Danes their Danus, theBrabants their Bra- 
bo, the Gorhes their Gothus, as founders both of their 
Nation and name : 4 [ubieet wherein forgeries may range 
at large; becauſe the firſt tines of Nations for the moſt part 
are, as very ſmall, ſo altogether obſcure. Of this fort among 
the ancients were Herodotus, Diodorus Siculus, aud 
T heopompus: i» wheſe Bookes Cicero ſaith, many idle 
wontruthes are found ; euen ſo farre as the vaine eine of 
the Gracians durſt aduenture to aduowe for trmhes. In 
how many places ( ſaith Ioſephus) & Hellanicus charged 
with falſuies by Agelilaus, and by Ephorus ? they by Ti- 
mzus? Timazus by many who followed ? Herodotus 
by all ? 

Others haue written of Countries farre diſtant, either al- 
together unknowen, or by them neuer ſeene ; who writin 
wpen vulgar reports, thingseither imazined, or ——_ 
abſerned, are eaſily entangled with untruthes. Of this fault 
Eraioſthencs, Pols1donins and Patrocles the Geographer 
are branded by Strabo. Hence alſo didriſe the fables of the 
Arimaſpes, Gryphons, I rogloditcs, A mazons,Satyrs, 
Pigmies, and of their cruell warres with Cranes: of Natt- 
ons of men with dogs heads, with horſe feete, without heads, 
Wwhout mouthes, with one foote wherewith they coner them- 
ſelues againſt Sunand raine, and of diiiers other monſirous 
kinds of men, beaſts (+ fowles, which now are diſconered for 
wtopicall Aperies.With theſe may Stephanus & Arianus be *j 
toned ; of whem the one writeth, that the French are a peo- * 

ple of Italic 3, the other placeth the Germanes xeere to the 
ED ©: Tonick 
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Tonick ſea. So Strabo choppeth , that the river Iſter 
or Danowe, hath hu ſpring neere to the Adriaticke 
fea : and that the rivers Lapus and Vezer, diſcharge 
themſelues into the river Enis z whereas the one runneth 
ito the Rhine, the other into the Ocean. So are Ta- 
Citus, Marccllus,Oroſius, Blondus, i divers places of 
Germanie wwch miſtaken. And ſo Sabxllicus,V ola- 
terrane, aud Conrade, doemmch confound the Alans 
and Almans ; the Hungarians 4nd Hunnes ; the 
Danes and the Dace ; Aufteranc, and Auftrich ; pla- 
cing the mount Saint Otroly in Bauaria, and the Ri- 
phean mountaines in Polonia, or Muſcouiu, 

Others haue written of their owne countries and 
times : but theſe againe are of diners ſorts. For ſome 
buſie themſelues much in thoſe things which the popular 
multitude doe appland : making wordie ( / cannot ſay 
worthy) reportsof Beare-baitings, lanching of ſhippes, 
fleas, mice, owles , makes, mayings, (4c. And if they 
ſpeake of any publicke affaires, they diſcerne nothing but 

- the out-ſide : not onlike to beggars, who trauerſe oner 
m4ny — dore to dore, and touch as many 
faire buildings; but 0bſerue nothing either of the perſons, 
or furniture, or order within. Such Hiſtorians doe daily 
and duecly attend certaine' Kings in India : And what- 


ſoener they doe, whether eate , drinke , ſleepe , diſport, 


eaſe nature, retyre toany woman ; In 4 word, All, they 
barely wright downe, and nothing elſe. 

Some others better furniſhed with iudgement , doe 
ſtronzly biaſſe in their affections : and that chiefly by two 
meanes,leuitie 4d partiality. 


of the firſt ſort are they who affetting to write os

ther pleaſingly then trucly, doe enterlace many ieaſts, 
conceits, tales, and other pleaſing paſſages;either omitting 
or defacing the ſolide truth. Of this /awl Trebellius s 
reprooed by Laberian aud Vopiſcus, Tacicus by Ter- 
cullian and Oroſius, Oroſius by Blondus. To theſe al- 
ſo wee may adioyne Danudes, Philoſtracus, Guidius, 
Crelias, Hecat#us, and diners others ; whohaue tranſ- 

formed the truth of many things into fabulous inuentions 
of their owne. 

of the ſecond ſort are they who wpon hate, feare, or 
fauour fither to ſome perſons, or to their natiue countrey, 
or to the religion which they profeſſe,or for ſome other par- 
tiall reſpect, doe write Panegyrickes or Inuectines, rather 
then Hiitories. $0 Saluſt writeth, that the atts of the 
Gi #cians are much admired : not becauſe they exceede 
the Atchieuements of other men, but becauſe their wri- 
ter 5 hauing wit at will, did much enlarge them aboue the 
truth. Of this fault Blondus and Sabellicus are noted 
in their Hiftertes of Venice : Paulus AEmilius and Ga- 
guinc a their Hiſtories of t1ance : and moſt otters 
in the Hiſtories of their owne Countries. Who extoll, 
depreſſe, depraue immoderately ;, making things ſeeme 
not a5 they are, but as they would have them ; no other- 
wiſe almoſt then Comedies and Tragedies are faſhioned by 
thetr Authonrs, 

Among it thoſe fewe who haue written with know- 
ledge, ind. ement, and ſincerity. the Authour of this Hi- 
Hariets worthy tobe ranged : who doubtleſſe was of end- 
kſſeindaftry ;. alwaies in attion. erther with his ſword, 
or with hx penne. He was well knowento be a man, who 


both knew and durſt : his courage no le(ſe free from maiſ- 
grein, 
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eretion, then from feare. Tet hath hee wrote ſo modeſt- 
ly of bimſelfe , that ſome may happelie eſteeme him ra- 
ther a looker on, then a medier,um the bot medlies where- 
of he doth write : but his attributrag [a little te bimſelfo, 
will make others attribute the more onto bim. In wri- 
ting of others hee expreſſeth a moſt generous diſpoſition ; 
neither forbearing the errours of his friends, nor forget- 
ting the vigilancy and wvaloure of his enemies ; tut car- 
rjing himſelfe with an even hand betweene them. 
Touching the Hiſtorie it ſelfe , it is faithfull and 
free ; wherein are found ſieges, aſſaults, ſurprizes, am- 
buſhes, skirmiſhes, battaules, linely deſcribed. Great v4- 
rietie both of perſons and of attions ; much mutability 
of fortune, many changes in affaires. Admirable ad- 
wices, unexpected euents , ponderous indgements ; 4 
phraze mn a Souldiers title, finowie and ſweet ; full both 
of perſpicuitie and grace. In a word, 1 eſteeme it 4 
compleate Hiſtorie, if it were compleate, 1 meane, if it 
| extended to all the attions wherein the Authour did 
ſerue. But whether the reſidue was neuer written, 
or whether it bee periſhed , or whether it reſteth in 
any other hand, 1 remaine_ dowbtfull. Thu piece—

© theſe realons, anddiucrs other, farewell: I willnort ſtay 


*« theirijuſtice, nor cruſt co their courtelies. For houſe ur 
makes 
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-makes no matrex; I had rather bea Prince without hou- 
ſes, then a Count withouta head, During chele creaties 
and dclayes, divers brawles and bickerings fell out in 
CAntwerpe,betwixtthem of thereligion, the Martiniſts, 
and Papijts. Twice or thrice a weeke great numbeis 
would bec in armes, ſometimes beforc the Gouerncile 
Courr, {omecimes before the Prince of Oranges houſe, 
burtofica or continually in placcs of greateſt note, At- 
though the Prince was moſt potiticke ; yet his courage 
was nothing coparable toanumber of others : if it had, 
wichout doubt hee might have hazarded to hauec ſurpri- 
zed Antwerpe : Having done it, he might haue engaged 
the reitofthe County. For in Gant and in the great 
Townes was faCtion tor Religion,cſpecially throughout 
the moſt of the Villages and Countries, where was prea- 
ching &dcfacing of |magesin many places; Inſomuch, 
that the Papiſisand Martinits drew them of the Religi- 
on out of Amtwerpe. Notwithſtanding, they gathered 
rogetherat a Village hard by A»eweype, called Offerwell;

more forces. Being c6lidered how they cncrcaſed daily, 
reloſution was taken to charge them wirere they were z 
Intelligencc being brought them, that the Papiſts and 
eMartiniſts, with a number of Souldicrs did talie io de- 
feac them. Notwithſtanding they were voyde of any 
men of condu&, or ſouldiers gaged vnder cnlignes, or 
Cornets; and all or tke moſt Crafteſmen, Mechanicks, 
or poore peaſants ; yet they relolucd to fight, inaking 
head wich good courage againſt their enemies.

_ try ſay truth, hecloaked it what he could ; Inſomuch, asall 
the Papiſts. their parties being often in armes in the great places, him- 
ſclte went to che ſtrongeſt, which were the Papr/ts and 

Martiniſts : proteſting to them toliue and dyc with the 

Goucrneſs &religion.Withour doubt his meaning was, 

couching the Gouernefle,to be true to his Country, and 

toliue anddye with the Religion.

eertifieany garriſon from hazar- 
ding themſclues tobe belieged : hee reſolued with-his 
counſaile of warre to atrempt one of the other ſtron- 
geſt townes,as Alkmeror Leyden; which being wonne, 
thereſt or moſt of the otkers would yeeld. To that end 
he diſpatched his Sonne Dow Fredericke, accompanied 
wich the maſter of his Campe generall Chiapine Yitelly, 
giving them halfe his armie, and charge with all dili- 
gence ta encloſe the ſtrong towne of Alkmey , ſiruated 
in North- Holland:himſelte with the rcſt of his armie,of- 
ficers, Nobility, artillery, munition, with all other ne- 
ceſlaries, was to ſccond them with all ſpeede. His or- 
ders being ſer downe, and his armiediflodged, hauing 
paſſed their fort of Sparendam,the Spamſh Tertias began 
ro mutnic ; partly diſcontented for want of pay, bue 
&hicfly fearing to bec troubled wich a more mrlerable

which muſt be authoriſed by a Prince,or Eſtate. Ifany 
of chem mutineth, there muſt bee preſent meancs co 
cut them off, as Alexander did his Parmenis,or ſome 
other meancs to be aſlurcd of cheir perſons; elſcam- 
bicious Chicfes will ofcen cmploy armies againſt cheir 
owne States and Maſters, and will nor faile to vie their 
meanes and credits to deceiue the mulcicude, to ſerue 
cheir owne turnes. Being ſtirred in armes, by all reaſon 
they are irreconciliable to their Princes or Eſtates; 
the multicude and followers may bee pardoned and 
forgiuen, but. inno reaſon their principall inſtrumencs 
can looke for any (ure reconcilement. Bur a popular 
multitude eicher in armes, or ocherwiſe mutined, may 
bceappealedand reconciled eaſily in reſpec of the 0+ 
thers, bauing no other inftrumencs then were made by 
themlſclucs; eſpecially forced Eledfoes, like-vnro the Spa- 

niſþ. As I ſaid before, the Spamyb Teriiarand ſome lix 
regiments of Wallezs relolued rocnter the City of Y- 
trick, and co lack it racher then to miſle their due 
paic « Whereupon they marched with all ſpecd cc- 

 wards/7rick; and in their way they carried with them 
all the ladders they could finde in villages & Churches,

wellmanned and in good order ; by reaſon Mounſieur _, 
de Hierges Governour of Gelderland and of Pirick; was Meeteyoy _— 
arriued there vpon intelligence of their determinati- Mounficur 
ons; who commanded«he Capraine of the Caſtle yp- © 13% 
on his allcgeance to rhe King, eo vie all endeauours- 
for the defence of the towne.

But being ins 
the dicch, and hauing placed their ladders rothe Ram- 
pier, both Hierges and the Captaine of the Caſtle and 
all the reſt, plagucd them with volleyes of ſhot both» 
great and'\ſmall ; In ſuch ſort; that happy-washethar,, 
could rerorne firſt, leaving behinde them all or the ;cte 
mofi parc of cheir ladders, with many of their men- 
fine or hurt.
